Rev. W. A. Ferguson Appointed 
Principal oi Diocesan College 

Was Chaplain of Canadian 
Forces During Great 
War 



The new head of the Montreal 
Diocesan Theological College has 
been announced here. He is a 
former overseas chapl.-iio of the 
Canadian forces in the Great V/ar. 
the Rev, Canon W, Aldv/orth Fer- 
guson, M.A., B.D, ThU appoint- 
ment is of particular interest in 
that Canon Ferguson, although a 
native of Eire, has nevertheless 
been constantly in contact with 
Canadians, and has been principal 
of Emmanuel College for the past 
three years. 

He attended Oxford Ifniversity 
and later received his training in 
theology al Emmanuel College He 
obtained his degree of B.D. at 
Bishop's College, LennoxviUe, Que 
Army Chaplain. 

He returned lo College where he 
Joined the staff and remained as 
professor for two years. He then 
became a chaplain at Winnipeg. 
After his services with the over- 
seas forces, he remained in Eng- 
land where he held various posts. 
In 1937. he was appointed principal 
of Emmanuel College and returned 
to Canada to take up his duties 
there 

Canon Ferguson's predecessor was 
the Rev, Canon G. .^bbott-Smith, 
and the Rev. Dr. Oswald Howard 
has been acting principal of the 
Montreal College since the reture- 
ment of the latter. Dr. Howard 
will continue as acting principal 
until Canon Ferguson arrives to 
take up his duties here next season.

Itritaiii has, hoifcvcr, His Kx- 
cellcncy felt, a number of valuable 
a<!scts. "We fight as a single, united 
people." he 8tate<I. The scattered 
position of the Empire allo-^/s for 
iiiirnolt sipri miritary training, sn'-l 
of all ttic countries of the Empire, 
Canada is best situated to be the 
seal of the Commonwealth Air 
Training Scheme. The command of 
the sea. of vllal Importance, is with 
Ilrilain. and IIip .scittfred fort»; of i 
llie K.mpiie ifrrnil Ihrir ro-ordin- 
alion by Hritain, so lhal they rnijiht 
be used to deliver a final and de- 
vastating blow to the enemy. 

Commenting on the aid given to 
Britain by the United States, His 
f^xcellency said that h" h.-id been 
pre.';enl at a cerernony v/hen a 
niiinhcr of Unitefl .St^i'rs destroyers 
had been handed over to Britain, 
that he had met there bolh Canad- 
ian and American Admirals, Tne 
most striking thing about the event 
had been the fact that the Ameri- 
cans ard Canadians .spoke "ti-.i 
same language," and probably had 
the same thoughts. And lastly, a 
firm belief In the righteousness of 
the cause v/e arc fighting for Is an 
enormous asset, and one which is 
least spoken of. His Excellency 
added that whatever happens, we 
shall have shown that our genera- 
tion also can produce, men o£ fame 
and stout heart. 

He continued that since it Is 
strategically important that Brit- 
ain be able to exert the greatest 
poissible force at the weakest point 
and that we must bear in mind 'Jiat 
it was adequate reserves which en- 
abled Foch, in the last war, finally 
to defeat the enemy. Stressing the 
importance of reserves His Excel- 
lency slated. "In this war you are 
the reserves." He pointed out that 
military weapons alone could not 
have won the last war for Britain 
without the aid ot the industrial 
units of Britain and the Allies, and 
that the human element in this war 
comprises not only the soldiers, 
sailors, and airmen, but inventors 
in the laboratory, and cco.iomists 
as weU.' Calling on all Canadians, 
whether French or English, to join 
in working for victory, His Excel- 
lency added that, if we lose it "all 
races will be submerged" by the 
Germans. 

His Excellency remarked that in 
the 1840's, Shaftsbury said that 
nothing could help Britain escape 
from the coming shipwreck, and 
Welhnston, on his death-bed, thank- 
ed God thai he would not have to 
witness the downfall of Britain, 
"but the ordinary man had faith, 
and did not lose heart, and we 
came, slowly and painfully i:-.to the 
broad light of day ■
